To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Leek  Rural  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  1972  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  1/73. 

The  mid-1972  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
to  be  13,120,  a  reduction  of  140  compared  with  1971. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  161  giving  a  birth  rate  of  12.3  per 
thousand  of  population.  This  birth  rate  can  be  compared  with  the  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  by  multiplying  the  local  birth 
rate  by  a  factor  known  as  the  comparability  factor  which  for  this 
district  in  1972  was  1.13.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  13.9  compared 
with  14.8  for  England  and  Wales.  Further  details  will  be  found  on 
page  4. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  121  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 
10.9  (comparability  factor  1.18)  compared  with  12.1  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (excluding  hyperten¬ 
sive  disease)  accounted  for  59%  of  all  deaths  during  the  year,  while 
malignant  diseases  accounted  for  18%  of  the  total.  The  largest  single 
cause  of  death  was  due  to  heart  disease  in  its  various  forms  amount¬ 
ing  to  33%  of  all  deaths  (28%;  of  female  deaths  and  38%  of  all  male 
deaths '. 

Not  only  are  the  causes  of  death  important  but  the  age  at  which 
death  is  brought  about.  In  the  Leek  Rural  District  31%  of  all  deaths 
during  1972  occurred  before  65  years.  Of  the  males  who  died  34% 
occurred  before  65  years  compared  with  28%  of  the  females. 

Of  deaths  in  males  before  65  years,  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
ischaemic  heart  disease  combined  caused  62%  .  There  is  of  course  a 
known  association  between  cigarette  smoking  and  these  two  diseases. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  females  was  only  3%.  There  was  no  single 
major  cause  of  death  in  females  below  65  years,  the  causes  of  death 
were  distributed  more  widely. 

The  number  of  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  disease  was  67  of 
which  62  were  measles  and  the  remainder  comprised  Scarlet  Fever  4 
and  one  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  the  absence  of  such  diseases  as 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis,  almost  certainly  the 
result  of  parents  obtaining  protection  for  their  children  by  vaccination, 
but  the  figures  for  measles  suggest  that  vaccination  against  (his  disease 
is  not  being  accepted  as  widely  as  it  should.  In  the  absence  of  contra¬ 
indications  to  the  procedure,  the  evidence  in  favour  of  vaccination 
against  measles  is  overwhelming. 
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Parents  are  advised  to  obtain  protection  for  their  children  against 
diphtheria,  measles,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  at  the 
surgery  of  their  family  doctor  or  at  county  clinics  free  of  charge. 
Vaccination  is  available  when  considered  necessary  against  tuberculosis 
and  against  German  Measles  in  the  case  of  girls. 

Milk  sampling  in  the  Leek  Rural  District  is  carried  out  regularly 
by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  and  tested  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  Brucellosis  and  Tuberculosis.  No  sample  was  found  to 
be  infected  with  either  of  these  organisms  during  the  year. 

The  tables  on  pages  12  and  13  of  the  report  give  details  relating 
to  Improvement  and  Standard  Grant.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that 
the  number  of  Grants  approved  compared  favourably  with  those  of 
previous  years  but  once  again  the  greatest  proportion  of  grants  approved 
were  in  respect  of  owner-occupied  dwellings. 

The  District  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Water  Board  and  particulars  relating  to  the  supply  may  be 
found  on  pages  10  and  11. 

Tipping  continued  at  the  Fowlchurch  Tip,  Leek,  following  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Leek  Urban  District  Council  and  the  former  tipping 
site  at  Houghwood  Bottom  Farm,  Stockton  Brook  was  levelled,  soiled 
over  and  seeded  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Major  changes  in  the  administration  and  size  of  local  government 
districts  can  be  expected  in  April  1974,  but  if  the  imagination  and 
enthusiasm  of  Members  and  Officials  of  the  New  District  of  which 
Leek  Rural  District  will  form  a  part  match  those  of  this  present 
authority  Leek  Rural  residents  will  be  well  served. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  once  again  the  efforts  and  the 
work  achieved  by  the  staff  and  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  willing 
co-operation  from  other  departments  of  the  Council. 

Finally  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  may  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  your  interest  and  support 
of  the  activities  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  under  review.

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All  waters  leaving  the  treatment  plant  at  Hulme  End  and  in 
supply  were  100%  free  from  E.Coli.I  organisms  and,  therefore, 
of  high  bacterial  purity,  suitable  for  domestic  consumption. 
Chemical  treatment,  including  chlorination,  maintains  this  high 
standard.  The  water  is  moderately  soft,  of  high  organic  quality 
and  contains  only  a  slight  trace  of  iron  and  manganese.  No  lead 
has  been  found  in  the  water  supply  and  the  fluoride  content  is 
less  than  0.05  mg/1.
